Constantinople, April 30.—In response to 
notes from the French, Russian and British 
ambassadors, the Turkish government has 
announced that the expulsion of Greek sub- 
jects from Turkish territory is postponed 
for a period of eight days from May 3d. 

Meanwhile the French camsul is issuing 
certificates of protection and by this act is 
causing general comment in official circles, 
as the porte had not yet recognized France 
as the protector of Greeks tn Turkey. 

London, Apri' 30.—The Athens correspond-

FIRST TIME A DEFENDER WAS KILLED 


Three Reckless Negroes Engaged in 
a Fight to Death with White 
Men Who Bravely Defended 


Their Property---Two 
Make Escape. 


Albany, Ga. April 380.—(Special.)—A 
pitched battle, supplemented by a running 
fight, in which winchesters, shotguns and 
revolvers were used, occurred tonight et 
Hardaway, a small town near here. 

It was 'the second attempt to rob Putney’s 
store, the first one, Tuesday night, result- 
ing im the death of a negro porter in the 
store. 

It may be easily imagined that the entire 
county is thoroughly exctted. 

Three desperate negroes, armed to the 
teeth, composed one wing of the fight, while 
a half dozen law-abiding citizens consti- 


| tuted the force to which the negroes were 


opposed. 

The battle began in Putney’s store and 
while it lasted was about as warm an en- 
gagemem as one would care to be in. It 
was at close range ané as neither side was 


ehigownt to straw ony aoetien we cane et iy 


impossible to count them. 

As fast as men could pull triggers gun 
barrels were emptied, and the fight contin- 
ued until finally one of the three robbers 
dropped upon the floor. This seemed to 
frighten his companions and with a leap 
they left the store in which the fight 
started to beat a hasty retreat. But just 
outside the doorway they encountered Mr. 
F, F. Putney, whose attention had been 
attracted by the shooting in the store, and 
a running fight ensued, the result of which 
cannot now be told, as the darkness pre- 
vents a thorough search of the country 
about the place. 


Story of the First Attempt. 
On Tuesday night last about 9 o’clock 


three negroes entered Putney’s store. Dun- 
cam Forrester, a clerk; Jultan Forrester 
and J. R. and E. E. Weatherby, members 
of the firm, and Bill Brass, a negro, were in 
the store talking. One of the three negroes 
came in a little ahead of the other two 
and engaged Mr. Duncan Forrester in con- 
versation, but the instant the other two 
entered the building they threw their guns 
in front of them and ordered everybody 
their hands.

sistance was out of the question, besides 
which no one but Brags, the negro, had a 
weapon. 

Brass paid no attention to the command 
of the negroes, but pulled his gun and be- 
gan firing. This drew the fire from the 
negroes’ guns, and in a second Brass fell to 
the floor, a dozen holes having been bored 
through him. As the shooting began the 
negroes backed toward the door. This gave 
the men in the store an opportunity to 
move and one or two of them grabbed guns 
and openec fire on the negroes. A run- 
ning fight ensued, but the negroes made 
good their escape and not even blood- 
hounds could obtain any trace of them. 

The killing of Brass aroused the entire 
community and every effort ,was made to 
apprehend the outlaws, but without avail 


Account of Second Fight. 
Last night just about the same hour, 9 


o'clock, the same three negroes entered 
the same store. The same party of white 
men were in the store, but this time they 
were all armed. 

The negroes made the same demand but 
the response was quite different from what 
it was on Tuesday night. 

Instantly the guns began to crack. 

The negrves were as quick on the trigger 
as the white men and every time a gun 
sent a load at them one of their guns sent 
a load back at the white men.

Negro Was Shot Eighteen Times. 

Both Mr. Putney and Mr. Gay escaped 
harm, Ddut the impression of both men is 
that one of the negroes was badly wougd- 
ed. 

The negro who was shot down in the 
store was found to have eighteen bullets 
in his body and was stone dead when the 
smoke cleared away. He ig thought to be 
Charles Dehem. He had in his povket a 
knife he bought from Forrester on the 
night of the first hold-up. 

The three negroes went to Hardaway, it 
is thought, on a freight train from Al- 
bany tonight.

Six Bodies Were Found Dangling at 
Hemp’s End in the Morning 
Breeze—Sunnyside, Texas, 
Was the Scene of the 
Activity. 


Houston, Tex., April 30.—For the murder 
of.an old man, a child and a woman, the 
assaulting of+two girls, the burning of. the 
home of their victims, two of the bodies 
being consumed in the flames, six young 
negroes were last night hanged by an in- 
furiated mob of negroes, at Sunnyside, 
Walter ccunty. 

The list of the lynched follows: 


FAYETTE RHONE, aged 20. 
WILL GATES, aged 35. 
LOUIS THOMAS, aged 20. 
AARON THOMAS, aged 13. 
JIM THOMAS, aged 14. 
BENNY THOMAS, aged 15. 


Last fall a German from Brenham was 
robbed of $65. Suspicion pointed to the 


four Thomas boys and they confessed to 
having committed the theft, saying they 
had given $30 of the money to Henry Dan- 
lels. ; 
Daniels spent the money and ‘on Sunday 
evening last, the four Thomas boys, ac- 
cording to their confession, decided to eith- 
er collect their $30 or kill Daniels. 

They carried out the latter part of the 
programme. Henry Daniels, an old Negro,

child. Wednesday night the hones was 
broken open. Marie Daniels and ths child 
were killed and old man Daniels clubbed 
to death while trying to protect those in 
his charge. 

Then old man Daniels and his. step- 
daughter were thrown into the house and 
the chfld cast into the well. The house was 
set on fire and the negroes left, thinking 
that they had covered their inhuman deed 
from the sigit of the world. The fire had 
not attracted much attention, but when 
Daniels and his people did not show up, 
the charred remains of the house was 
searched. 

Search for the Negroes. 

The local officers were assisted by the 
best citizens of ‘the neighborhood. The 
bloodhounds from Steele’s plantation were 
secured and they were not long in finding 
the right track. 


Before night they went straight into the. 
place where the Thomas boys resided, and 


one by one they were secured. Fayette 


Rhone, twenty-one years old; Will Gates, 


thirty-five years old; Louis Thomas, twenty 
years old; Aaron Thomas, thirteen years 
old; Jim Thomas, fourteén years old, and 
Benny Thomas, fifteen years old, were 
placed Ufitier arrest. Thee last four are 
brothers. Later on William Williams was 
captured. 

The Qloodhounds worked splendidly: and 
after the boys were confronted with the 
evidence, they confessed to committing the 
crime and laid the killing to Louis, the 
eldest. 

Mob Gets in Its Work. 

All seven of the prisoners were under 
guard and last night about 12 o'clock the 
guards were overpowered by a strong body 
of men and the prisoners taken toward the 
Brazos bottom, north of here. A little 
later forty or fifty shots were fired and 
then all was quiet. This morning, dang- 
ling from the limbs of a large tree, were 
found the bodies of six negroes, limp and 
lifeless. 

Hundreds of negroes from all over the 
country are surging back and forth with 
the tree as the center of attraction. All 
of them-ere still there except Williams, 
and he is not to be found, but the shots 
probably explain his absence. 

As far as can be learned, the mob was 
composed of both white and black men, 
with the colored element largely predomi- 
nating.

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HOPKINS NOT YET 
SURE OF GREECE 


‘Tt Seems That the President Is Still 
Undecided About the Matter, 


HIS APPLICATION IS HUNG 


Information to Effect That Appoint- 
ment Was Assured. 


GEORGIANS WERE JUBILANT FOR AWHILE 


Investigation Showed That Appoint- 
ment Was by No Means Certain. 
Story from Washington. 


The apvointment of Dr. Hopkins as minis- 
ter to Greece is not so certain. Rumors 
ond articles had led the doctor’s friends in 
this city to believe that his nomination for 
the important office would be sent in 
next week and they were consequently feel- 
ing very good. 

It seems, however, that the appointment 
is yet undecided on and Dr. Hopkins can- 
not yet be looked upcn as a sure winner. 
In Washington yesterday it was positively 
stated that the appointment was an assur- 
ed fact, but investigation showed tnat such 
was not the case. 

The following special from Washington 
tells the story: 

“Washingticn, April 30.—(Special.)}—The 
appointment of Dr. I. S. Hopkins as min- 
ister to Greece has not been determined 
Lpon, 

“For a few hours tcday the Georgia col- 
cny was jubilant in the hope that another 
fat plum had been landed for Georgia. 
This belief was based on an Associated 
Press story, which stated that there was 
a strong intimation from the white house 
that Dr. Hopkins would be given the Greck 
rission, but an investigation shows that 
there is a great deal of doubt still hanging 
over the dispogition of this portfolio. 

“Indeed, the chances now seem against 
the appcintment of the brilliant Georgian. 

“It is, however, not certain what the ul- 

timate result will be. The president bas 
Dr. Hopkins in mind and if he is not named 
for this mission he may be given a notably 
good appointment of some kind. During 
the past few days particularly strong in- 
_ fluences have been brought to bear in favor 
of the doctor, and they are of a nature cal- 
culated to make an impression upon Presi- 
dent McKinley. The two things which 
stand ay obstacles are the appointment of 
Colonel Buck, which gives to Georgia her 
full quota of high office, and the strong 
pressure being made by senators, congress- 
men, everybody in behalf of men yrominent 
in republican politics. . 

“The story of the determination of the 
president to appoint Dr. Hopkins appear- 
ed in the afternoon pupers J/here and cre- 
ated a good deal of consternation among 
the politicians. They began at once to dis- 
count it. They argued that it could not 
be true, since Georgia has already re- 
ceived more marked recognition than she 
eserves from a purely political stand- 
point, and the idea of two prominent mis- 
sions going to such an impregnable demo- 
cratic state found very few believers among 
the brethren who are dyed in the wool. 
Still it seemed to come straight and it 
kept them guessing. 

“It was thought that perhaps the presi- 
dent had decided to adopt the same plan 
with regard to this that he did in making 
his choice for the German embassy and 
. the Turkish mission, in each of which he 
ignored politics and the politicians. 

“There have been no strong political in- 
fluence as such behind Dr. Hopkins, though 
he has had the friendly support and hearty 
geod wishes of all the Georgians, dermo- 
crats as well as republicans. Major Han- 
£0n strongly urged his appointment and 
so did Colonel Buck; but both believed 
after Buck’s appointment to Javan that 
there was no chance for Dr. Hopkins. The 
doctor himself thought as much and ac- 
cordingly, as I wired The Constitution some 
days ago, changed his papers so as. to con- 
tain the suggestion of the Antwerp con- 
sulate in case the place particularly aimed 
at could not be reached. 

“It is said, however, that within the past 
week some particularly strong influence 
have come to the Georgian’s support. These 
are non-political. Strong men of the 
Methodist church north and south, bishops, 
clergymen and laymen, have given him 
most effective indorsement. His , high 
Standing as an educator, his eminent fit- 
ness for high position in the diplomatic ser- 
vice, the fact that he is a native southerner 
-—all this has been brought to the presi- 
dent’s attention by men whose counsel he 
values. 

“Added to this, Dr. Hopkins’s personality 
here I know strongly impressed the presi- 
dent. This was commented upon by those 
who went with him tivo see the president, 
notably Congressman Livingston, who, on 
account of the close relations which ex- 
isted between the two men when the doctor 
was president of Emory, has taken an ac- 
yh gee in his behalf. 

“The politics of the doctor’s 
@s urged by his friends lies in ino aeben. 
tion that he represents, perhaps, more 
substantially than any other rman the new 
element which went to McEjinley in the 
last campaign. And it has been argued

TOUCHES ON TARIFF 
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Railroads Make Reduction of Twenty 
Por Cent in Freight. 


MANUFACTURERS ARE PLEASED 


Help from the Public Carriers Enables 
South To Compete with Pitts- 
burg Mills. 


Birmingham, Ala., April 30.—(Special.)—A 
general reduction of about 20 per cent on 
pig iron freightage to the east and west 
will be made tomorrow by the various 
railroads leading out of Birmingham. This 
is done after severai consultations between 
representatives of the raflroads and the 
iron manufacturers, the latter showing that 
they need the assistance of the railroads 
to successfully compete with the Carnegie- 
Rockefeller combination whereby ore beds 
in Wisconsin, ships on the great lakes 
and railroad MUnes to Pittsburg, are all 
under one ownership, reducing ‘the cost of 
manufacturing iron at Braddock and Pitts- 
burg about $2 per ton. 

In addition to the railroad reduction the 
furnace operators have obtained spill fur- 
ther concessions in the freight paid on 
raw materials 'to the furnaces of about 5 
per cent. 

A prominent furnace operator here states 
that. in bis judgment, the Carnegie-Rocke- 
feller combination was the last important 
obstacle ‘the southern iron manufacturers 
will have to meet. but he added: 

“The combination must be met and we 
will face it out and win on close figures 
and the greatest economy. It is a question 
of the survival of the fittest and in the end 
the Carnegie-RockefeHer combination, with 
their mammoth steam shovels, their steam- 
boat line and their railroad cannot injure 
us. With the co-operation of the railroads 
and employees the great combination in the 
north ean be successfully overcome.” 

The reduction in wages of coal miners is 
part of ‘the scheme. The miners are not 
willing to take a 5 cents reduction on every 
ton of coal mined. 


BOY IS KILLED BY LIGHTNING. 


Bolt Drove the Tacks Out of His 


Shoes. 

Cartersville, Ga., April 20.—(Special.)— 
Renean Jones, Jr., son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Renean Jones, thirteen years of age, and 
a pupil in the public schools, obtained 
leave of his teacher today to go home, as 
he had been indisposed and intended tak- 
ing a trip to the country. 

He had not gone more than a hundred 
yards from the school building when he 
was struck and instantly killed by light- 
ning. 

The lad’s face was terribly lacerated and 
parts of his body were torn by the bolt. 
The tacks were driven out of the bottom 
of his shoes and there was a small hole 
the size of a match head in thé bottom of 
his foot where the bolt finally escaped into 
the ground.

J. Woten,.the colored Northern Methodist 
preacher, was knocked senseless in his yard 
from a lightning shock. 

Negro Fisherman Drowned.

He had just 
fished. a trot line below ,the Sam Jones 
mills for some young men, una when within 
twenty feet of the bank he somehow lost 
his balance and it was impossible to res- 
cue him. 


WATER CONTINUES TO MENACE. 
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Many Persons Homeless at Guthrie. 
New Orleans Threatened. 

Guthrie, Okla., April 30.—Five bodies were 
recovered today from the debris left by 
Wednesday’s disaster in West Guthrie, be- 
ing those of George Owens, Mrs. Charles 
Ruffin, Henry Simmons and Mrs. Watson 
and child. 

It is believed that the rushing waters of 
the Cimmaron river conceals many bodies. 

Over 1,00 homeless persons are being 
eared for by the city. 

New Orleans, April 30.—The river is 19.4, 
but the highest water is still far off and 
the engineers predict that from twenty to 
twenty-one feet will be reached. There 
was a third break in the Buras line, near 
the gulf, but all are being leisurely closed. 

Up at Bayou des Glarzes, in the Atcha- 
falaye district, there were two small breaks, 
but they were closed with wonderful rapid- 
ity. These were the only reai openings 
in the levee line. 

But there were other events more serious. 
The levee in front of the telegraph office 
at Gouldsboroe, the Texas and Pacific ter- 
minal across the river, sloughed and 
cracked and leoked like it did not have 
another day’s existence. 

The railroad forces went to work at once, 
built a wooden breakwater in front and 
filled in behind and by night it was com- 
paratively safe. But the place is not solid 
yet, and work will be resumed today. 

A crevasse ‘there would inundate the three 
towns of Cretan, Gouldsboro and Algiers. 
The residents not only helped yesterday, 
but arranged for an alarm signal which 
would call the whole population to the 
rescue. 

There are a number of other low and 
weak spots on the La Fourche board 
side and the levee, and railroad officials 
and Captain Derby, of the United States 
engineers, made a tour of the line and 
decided to raise the entire systern three 
feet, the government forces going to work 
today. 

On this side of the river the Pontchartrain 
supply train has been going from 5 o’clock 
in the morning until midnight, answering 
the many calls for help. The planters are 
more than awake and work is going on in 
every direction, The situation on Bayou la 
Fourche has once more become serious.

- Another Tribunal. 


HER CITIZENS DECLARE FOR IT 


Representative in the Legislature Di- 
rected To Present a Bill at 
Next Session. 


Waycross, Ga., Apri) 30.—(Special.)—The 
grand jury today recommended a bill by 
Ware’s representative the next session 
of the legislature for thaestablishment of 
a city court in Waycross Ware vourty. 
Recommendations were further made that 
the sheriff and clerk of the superior court 
be ex-officio officers of the city court, and 
that Colonel John C. McDonald and Colonel 

, Toomer be appointed judge and 
solicitor, respectively, of the court. 

Interviews with some of the members of 
the Waycross bar on the feasibility of the 
city court are interesting. 

Hon, C. C. Thomas, the representative of 
Ware county in the Jegislature, says: 

“I am of the opinion that a city court 
for the city of Waycross would be a de- 
cided advantage to all the citizens of the 
county. Under the present system of the 
county court all cases must go to the su- 
perior court by certiorari, nr appeal from 
the county court, which requires more time 
and expenditure of money in trying the 
cases again before a final adjudication. 
But under a statutory city court for the 
city of Waycross these cases would go di- 
rect to the supreme court and be finally 
disposed of at once, If the wishes of the 
people as expressed by the grand jury 
recommend the adoption of such court it 
will afford me much pleasure to introduce 
and have passed such a bill, as it would 
result in incalculabie good and benefit to 
Waycross and Ware county.” 

Colonel John C.* McDonald, city attorney, 
says that Waycross and Ware county have 
grown and developed to the extent: where 
they have reached a point that a city court 
ig a necessity.. A court of this kind, he 
said, properly established and conducted 
would be of great benefit to the county. 
The most important litigation in this coun- 
ty could be tried in this court without so 
much delay and when people have matters 
requiring adjudication before the courts 
this of itself is of paramount importance. 

Colonel J. L.’ Crawley, solicitor of the 
county court, says: 

“I am in favor ‘of a city court for Ware 
county under special enactment of the leg- 
islature,”’ 

Hon. Leon A, Wilson, ex-state senator 
from the fifth senatorial district, stated 
that a city court for Waycross would be of 
decided utility. 

“Under our organic law,” he said, “all 
cases could be tried in such court except 
felony cases, cases involving titles to land, 
divorce cases and equity cases. Litigation 
could be more speedily determined than in 
the superior court and by reason thereof 
much expense could be avoided. Beside 
the business of the superior court would be 
greatly diminished and the term lessened, 
which would save considerable money to 
the taxpayers.,’’

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Fire Discovered Last Night in Armory 
Building Macon Volunteers. 


BURNED FOR THREE HOURS | SENIOR C 


Had Gained Good Headway When Dis- 
covered by Dr. Whipple. 


W. G. TURPIN & CO, HEAVIEST LOSERS 


The Fire Started Under Their Store 
and Their Stock Is Total Loss. 
Exact Damage Not Known.. 


Macon, Ga., April 30.—(Special.)—Tonight, * 


at 10:30 o'clock, fire was discovered in the 
fruit and grocery store of W.'C. Turpin & 
Co., situated in the middle of the hand- 
some armory building of the Macon Volun- 
teers, on First etreet. 

The fire was first discovered by Dr. Whip- 
ple, who was passing by the building on 
his way home from the First Baptist 
church. He saw smoke coming out of a 
coal hole in the sidewalk and gave the 
alarm, to which the department quickly re- 
sponded, 

The fire started from some unknown 
cause in the cellar of the store and was 
well under way before the alarm was 
given. Great volumes of smoke rolled out, 
making it exceedingly difficult for the fire- 
men to fight the fire. After hard work 
the fire was confined to Turpin & Co.’s 
store, but it was about three hours before 
the flames were subdued. 

It looKed at times as if the whole hand- 
some armory building with its many stores 
would be consumed. A great crowd of 
spectators collected and watched with in- 
tense interest the heroic battle of the fire- 
men with the flames. 

The armory of the Macon Volunteers oc- 
cupied the second and third floors of the 
building, and there was great consterna- 
tion among the military lest all the ef- 
fects of the Volunteers would be destroy- 
ed. Finally all the guns and various ac- 
coutrements were safely removed to the 
city hall near by. The uniforms of the 
company remained on the third floor, but 
were not damaged. The different rooms 
of the armory were more or less damaged 
by smoke. 

The stock of goods of Turpin & Co. was 
a total loss. Their loss,is probably cover- 
ed by insurance. They had $500 on the 


baking powder stock and $1,000 on the bal-° 


ance of the goods. The insurance is with 
George B. Turpin & Sons. 

In the cellar of Turpin & Co., where the 
fire started, were stored a carload of wood- 
en packing boxes for baking powder and a 
quantity of cotton seed hulls, on which 
bananas were placed. The burning of this 
is what caused the great volumes of smoke. 

During the fire there were several casual- 
ties to firemen. R. T. Martin’s arm was 
badly cut by broken glass. Tom Wilson 

ras suffocated by the smoke and also re- 
ceived a slight cut. Mike Bird’s hand was 
mashed, and others were more or less 
suffocated by the smoke 

-Pradley & Martin’s and W. C. Middle- 
brooks’s stocks of grocéries were damaged 
somewhat by smoke. But for the prompt 
and splendid work of the department the 
fire would have gcen disastrous. The ex- 
act damage cannot be ascertained tonight. 
The injury to the building is fully covered 
by insurance, 


DUNLOP MUST SERVE SENTENCE.

Washington, April 30.—The president has 
decided not to interfere in the case of 
Joseph Dunlop, proprietor of The Chicago 
Dispatch, who was sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment for sending obscene matter 
through the mails. 

A strong effort was made to secure his 
pardon on the ground that his life wouid 
be placéd in jeopardy by his imprisonment, 
but the president decided that Dunlop 
must serve out his term. 

Attorney General McKenna made this 
Statement of the president’s decision as 
he left the cabinet meeting at noon: 

“The president,”’ said he, “has resolved 
not to interfere in the Dunlop case.

It Will Be Denied and Case Will Go 
to Supreme Court---Ferry’s Attor- 
neys Want To Get Verdict 
Reduced to Manslaugh- 
ter To Save Him.

H. & Perry has been foung guilty of 
murder in the first degree and has been 
sentenced to hang on the 2ist of this 
month. 

The jury brought fn its verdict yesterday 
at about 10:30 o’clock after the twelve men 
had been out for nearly eighteen hours. 
After hearing the finding of the jury, 
Judge Candler calmly and deliberately pass- 
ed the sentence of death on the prisoner 
apd named Friday, three weeks from yes- 
terday, as the time for the murderer to 
die for the killing of Bely Lanier. 

But Perry will not die on the day set 
for his execution. This has already been 
practically settled, and it is almost a cer- 
tainty that he will not pay the penalty of 
his crime before at least three months have 
passed. Immediately after the death sen- 
tence had been passed, the attorneys of 
the condemned man made a motion for a 
new trial. Judge Candler set next Satur- 
day, May 8th, as a date for hearing the 
application for the new trial. He will re- 
fuse the petition and the case will go to 
the supreme court on a bill of exceptions, 
giving Perry a lease on life that will last 
for two or three months. 

The finding of the jury yesterday was not 
entirely expected. The jurors had been out 
go long that nearly every one believed that 
the delay augured favorable sentiment for 
Perry. This belief was intensified yester- 
day morning when the jurors telephoned 
Judge Candler that they could not reach a 
decision, as there was some misunderstand- 
ing regarding his charge. They asked that 
the judge come to Decatur and again de- 
liver his charge, so that it might be thor- 
oughly understood by those who were not 
satisfied as to the exact meaning of some 
parts of the first charge. It was 5 o'clock 
in the morning when the jury first tele- 
phoned, but Judge Candler was unable to 


go to Decatur until sotiie time later. At. 


1) o'clock he arrived in Decatur and re- 
paired at once to the courthouse and had 
the jury brought before him. The fore- 
man explained to the judge that there was 
some difference of opinion among the jur- 
ors as to what he had charged relative to 
& recommendation to mercy. 

Judge Candler simply read over the 
charge of the afternoon previous and the 
jury retired to its room. The judge kept 
open court while the jury was out, and 
while he was waiting for the verdict the 
ccurthouse repidly filled with the curious 
crowd that collected as soon as they saw 
Judge Candler g> into the courthouse. 

The Verdict Comes. 

They had not long to wait for the ver- 
dict. About half an hour after being re- 
charged the jury bailiff was aroused from 
a deeply contemplative mood by hearing 
@ tap on the door. The foreman informed 
him that the verdict was ready. 

The spectators in the courtroom leaned 
forward intensely excited and eager for the 
verdict. They scanned the solicitor’s face 
earnestly, hoping therefrom to learn by 
Some revealing expression of his features 
the purport of what was written on the 
half sheet of foolscap. Their interest was 
Intense and was a strange contrast to

to pass the extreme sentence of the law, 
and that The evidence showed that the sen- 
tence was deserved. Judge Candler went 
into the detaiis of the crime, which he said 
was without its equal in the criminal an- 
nals of the state. He told the prisoner that 
he had willfully and deliberately shot down 
a man without provocation, and a man who 
hed no spark of courage, who had begged 
him not to kill him. This feature of the 
murder was dwelt upom by the judge as be- 
ing one of the worst. Judge Candler told 
the prisoner that he had plenty of time to 
think and to reason between the time of 
the alleged assault on Saturday and the 
killing on Monday. He said that if Perry 
had killed ‘his victim at the first aflempt at 
Ingleside the crime would not have been 
so bad, as after riding for three miles in 
the same wagon and having an hour or 
more in which to deliberate. If the killing 
had been done at Ingleside the judge said 
he might have allowed it to be considered 
as manslaughter, but the last shooting be- 
ing such a cold-blooded affair, he could 
consider it in no other light than a horrible 
murder. When the judge pronounced the 
words sentencing Perry to die on the 2ist 
of May the prisoner showed no sign of sur- 
prise and as soon as the judge had finished 
he took his seat without a change of ex- 
pression. 
Moved for New Trial. 

A minute after the sentence had been 
passed Colonel Russell arose and made a 
motion for a new trial. The motion was 
filed in writing and presented three grotnds 
for a new trial. One of these Was that the 
ju@ge charged the jury on murder alone, 
when they contefid he should have charged 
for manslaugnhter. 

Judge Candler set next Saturday to hear 
the motion. 

Perry was led back to jail after he had 
been sentenced. He had very little to say, 
but said that he was prepared for the worst. 
Perry has all along thought that he would 
be acquitted. When his attorneys were 
fighting for a delay, he told them to let 
the case go to trial, for he said: ‘“There is 
mot a jury of twelve men in DeKalb that 
wouldn’t turn me loose.” 

This was what Perry thought and the,re- 
sult of the trial must be a very painful sur- 
prise to him. When the trial was first be- 
gun he told his attorneys that he would 
be acquitted, and even up to the time he 
made his statement he was sure that they 
would turn him loose. After Judge Can- 
dler ruled that the statement of the as- 
sault was not to be comsidered, and the 
prosecution proved that he had visited 
lewd houses, he began to loose hope After 
hearing Judge Candler’s charge to the jury, 
Perry was prepared for the. verdict. 

iis Wife Prostrated. 

Mrs. Perry was completely prostrated by 
the verdict. When the judge had sen- 
tenced her husband she arose from her 
seat in the rear of the courthouse and 
went to Perry’s side. Then occurred one 
of the most peculiar scenes that was ever 
witnessed. The woman leaned over and 
rested her head on his breast and he 
placed his arms around her. There was 
no word of comfort from her and no word 
of assurance from him. Not a tear melted 
the cold deathlike feeling that seemed to 
possess both of them. There was nothing 
beautiful or pathetic in the scene be. 
tween the two. They sat there and rot a 
loving word was spoken and not a single 
warm-hearted tear was shed. 

Mrs. Perry showed no evidences of being 
affected by the verdict as long as she 
stayed in the courtroom, but after she 
went to her home she broke down com- 
pletely. When a Constitution rdporter 
called at the house she was in bed and 
seemed to be suffering greatly. She said 
she had nothing to say regarding the 
trial or the verdict. 

It is practically settled now that the 
case will go to the supreme court. It is 
said that Judge Candler expects the case 
to be settled by the higher court. He was 
urged by Mr, Russell, who has labored 
ably and earnestly for his client, to charge 


find as the law appeared to the judge. 
Colonel Russell has made an able and 
brave fight for the life of Perry, and has 
shown some fine legal tactics in the con- 
duct of the case. He has advanced every 
known technical ground and has done all 
in his power to save his client. 

Judge Candler said last night that if he 
had charged the jury for manslaughter the 
verdict would have been murder, in his 
opinion. 


WEYLER SAYS WAR IS OVER 


UPON HIS MESSAGE THE QUEEN 
APPLIES THE REFORM LAW. 


Captain General’s Cablegram Shows 
That tiie Insurgents Have All 
| Surrendered. 


Washington, April 30.—Minister Dupuy 
de ome has received an official dispatch 
from Madrid confirming the press cable 
that the queen has applied the reform 
law to Cuba. The dispatch says: 

“In view of the reports of General Wey- 
ler declarirge that he considers the state 
of pacification of the central and eastern 
provinces of Cuba permit the application 
of the reforms offered by the governments, 
these were considered with the council of 
ministers, presided over by the queen to- 
day (29th) and her majesty has signed a 
royal decree that will be promulgated to- 
morrow (30th) in the official gazette or- 
dering, the application of the reforms in 
the sald previnces. To that end there will 
begin successively and fmmediately the 
necessary measures for the enforcement 
of the laws. 

“Tt fs said that the regulations referred 
to will give the details of the time and 
manner of putting the law into effect, the 
holding of elections for the council of ad- 
ministration, ete. The change is of such 
a sweenving character that the application 
of the laws will be attended with many 
difficulties. 

“The action taken at Madrid was based 
on General Weyler’s advice that the last 
troops of insurgents in the providences cov- 
ered by the order were one of about 200 
under Quentin Banderas and another of 
about eighty under Gomez. The last dis- 
pateh adds that thirty-two insurgent pris- 
oners have surrendered, this being the 
last of the surrenders of late. 

"The Spanish cortes has been called to 
meet on May 2th. after an extended recess. 
The present party in power is said to be 
strong and the meeting is not expected to 
develop cabinet changes.”’

Commissioner Appointed To Investi- 


gate Ruiz’s Death Ready To Go. 

Danville, Ill, April 20.—Colonel W. J. 
Calhoun, who has accepted the mission to 
Cuba to assist in the hearing of the Ruiz 
case, will leave Danville for Cuba on next 
Sunday or Monday. He will go first to 
Washington and receive instructions from 
the department of state. 

Colonel Calhoun declined to discuss the 
subject of his mission because he thinks It 
would be highly improper for him to do 
so. He has had no conference with the 
secretary of state or other officials on the 
matter. He says he .wnderstands the pur- 
pose of the mission is to assist as legal 
counsel, Consul General Lee in inquiring 
into the circumstances attending the death 
of Dr. Ruiz, an American citizen, who was 
found dead in one of the Cuban prisons. It

Lower FAte Will Prevent Moonshine 
Work to a Great Extent Through- 
out the Country. 


Washington, April 30.—It is very probable 
that the secretary of the treasury will soon 
recommend to congress a material reduc- 
tion of the internal revenue tax on ‘dis- 
tilled spirits and an increase in the tax on 
beer. 

This action will be taken on the ground 
that present tax of $1.10 per gallon is 
above the revenue producing point. Some 
days ago Senator Cullom introduced a res- 
olution, which was adopted, calling upon 
the secretary for his views on the subject 
and the commissjoner of internal revenue 
has now in preparation a report to the sec- 
retary covering the facts involved. 

This report will show that since the in- 
crease of the tax on spirits from 90 cents 
to $1.10 a gallon, illicit distilling has in- 
creased to a point almost if not quite be- 
yond control. 

This is the case particularly in the 
mountainous district in the south. Recent- 
ly evidence thas been obtained of the ex- 
tension of illicit distilling in the north. 

A short time ago a large quantity of il- 
licit whisky was captured in Montana and 
an investigation disclosed the fact that it 
was Offered in Nebraska, 

That it is rapidly increasing and ex- 
tending in many directions internal revenue 
officers say is beyond doubt and with only 
the $50,000 appropriation by congress for 
the detection and suppression of illicit dis- 
tilling, the internal revenue bureau is al- 
most helpless to stem the tide. 

Just what reduction will be recommended 
is not known, but there are reasons for 
believing that 90 cents, the rate collected 
under the McKinley Dill, will be fixed upon, 

Under the lower rate it is contended that 
the inducements for violating the law 
would be reduced and at the same time, 
the revenues would not suffer. 

No definite conclusion has yet been 
reached as to what the recommendation 
as to the tax on beer slfall be, but it is al- 
together probable that an increase will be 
advised.

MAY MAVE EXTRA SESSION. 


Governor Suggests That It Might Be 
a Good Thing To Put State in 
the Hands of Receiver. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 30.—(Special.)—A 
rumor gained currency yesterday that 
Governor Russell was about to call an ex- 
tra session of the legislature, But when 
asked the Bovernor’s only reply was: 

“I have nothing to say this afternoon.” 

J. C. I. Harris, one of the governor's 
advisors, said he had urged a special ses- 
sion to consider the matter of increasing 
the tax levy after the adverse decision 
of the supreme court. Marshal Motte came 
here to urge the governor to take the step. 
Secretary of State Thompson said the mat- 
ter had not been brought before the coun- 
cil of state. Governor Russell spoke to 
@ gentleman here about the matter, say- 
ing: 

“It might be a good thing to turn the 
state over to Pierpont Morgan and we 
might find somebody willing to take the 
receivership, provided Morgan would ap- 
point him. Receiverships are valuable; 
for instance, the Cape Fear and Yadkin 
Valley railroad, a bankrupt concern, pays 
a Baltimore man $12,000 annually for rid- 
ing here two or three times a year in a 
palace car. <A receivership for the state 
would be more valuable than this.”

NEAR TO GALLOWS: 


Some Prisoners in the Jail Who Will 
Soon Claim Attention. 


THE TWO DELKS AND FLANAGAN 


They Are Taking Life Easy in the 
Fulton County Prison, Awaiting 
Their Trials. 


There are three very noted prisoners in 
the Fulton county jail to whom public at- 
tention will soon again be invited. They are 
Edwin Flanagan, the siayer of old Mrs. 
Allen and Miss Ruth Slack, and Tom and 
Taylor Delk, who have been convicted of 
the murder of Sheriff Guinn, of Pike 
county. 

_Flanagan is to be tried for murder on 
May 4th. On his former trial the jury was 
called wpon to say whether or not at that 
time he was mentally capacitated to be 
tried and ‘they decided that he was. He will 
now be tried on the bill of indictment 
charging him with murder. The defense 
will put in the plea that the prisoner was 
insane at the time he committed the crime, 
and the second trial will be almost precise- 
ly like the first. 

Now that Flanagan fs soon to face anoth- 
er jury the public would like to know the 
stete of this health and how he !s passing 
his time in the jail. The jailers report that 
he is not as despondent as he has been and 
that he walks around with the other pris- 
oners and appears to enjoy jail life as well 
es his associates. He eats and aleeps all 
right and smokes his cigarettes with a keen 
relish. 

Flanagan, however. never refers to his 
case and has nothing to say when his 
crime is mentioned in his presence. He 
fights shy of newspaper reporters and 
when one calls to see him he Is “not at 
home.’’ 

Flanagan will be able to come into court. 
but there may be a postponement of his 
trial if the health of his attorney, Colonel 
W. C. Glenn, does not improve. Colonel 
Glenn has been seriously indisposed for 
nearly two months; in fact, ever since the 
first trial of Flanagan, and there is some 
doubt as to whether or not he will be able 
by the 2th of May to go into such an ar- 
duous case as the Flanagan trial will be. 


Case of the Delks. , 

The health of Colonel Glenn has also in- 
terfered with the trial of old man Taylor 
Delk. Taylor and his son Tom are both 
confined in the Fulton county jail, the for- 
mer awaiting a new trial. which has been 
granted him. and the latter his sentence 
of death. The execution of Tom has been 
delaved because he is wanted as a witness 
in the trial of his father. 

Old man Delk was also convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hanged, but he was granted 
a new trial and a change of venue. It has 
been proposed that the trial take place the 
next time in Monroe county, but this is 
not desired by the defense, as Judge Beck, 
who vwresided at the trial in Pike courity 
will also preside in Monroe. With a change 
of venue the defense wishes everything 
new, and so an effort is being made or 
will be made to have the trial take place 
in Fulton county. 

The Delks are taking things easy in the 
jail. The older Delk is very hopeful that 
he will come clear at the next trial. Tom 
has never lost his nerve and talks in a very 
off-hend manner about his future. He be- 
lieves that he will never be executed on the 
gallows. 

Taylor Delk’s trial will not be set until 
Colonel Glenn’s health is such as to permit 
hiim to take up the matter. 


The Life Plant of Bermuda, 
From Harper’s Round Table. 

Visitors to Bermuda often bring tack to 
this country as a souvenir of their trip the 
leaves of an interesting plant of the house 
leek family. it is known as the life plant, 
and when the leaves begin to shrivel and 
fade they send out little shoots which in 
turn bear leaves that continue to grow and 
remain fresh and green for months. The 
leaves are about four inehes long, rich 
green in color, and of a smootn wWaxen 
texture. If you take one of the leaves and 
pin it to the wall indoors it wil begin to 
sprout within three or four dys, be it win- 
ter or summer. At first-the top portion of 
the leaf will begin to wither ond shrivel 
up, and this is likely to continue until the 
upper half has lost its green color. Then 
tiny white roots will sprout from the edges 
and in time diminutive green ‘eaves will 
appear on these. These little ¢fshcors will 
sometimes grow to be an inch long and 
contain several pairs of leaves. fhe .'mit 
of their existence seems to depend upon the 
amount of heat amd light they can ob- 


tain.

A Mikado’s Silver Wedding. 

The rest of the world scarcely apprect- 
ates the rapid strides of Japan. One crit- 
ic says it is becoming far too civiliged. At 
any rate, the emperor celebrated his silver 
wedding a while ago and that is extraordi- 
nary when one considers That he has six 
wives. Five of them five in residences 
on the court grounds and not in the palace. 
The heir apparent is the’ son of one of 
these wives.

directory. The emperor was born in 1852 
and is two years younger than the em- 
press. He is a big, powerful man for a 
Japanese, a keen soldier and very proud 
of his army. He is still looked upon by 
his subjects as more or less sacred and it 
is only with the last few years he has 
been seen in public, and even now the 
Diinds in the upper stories of the houses 
must be pulled when he goes abroad, so 
that none may look down into his carri- 
age. 

The empress is small, being under five 
feet, but is extremely dignified and is beau- 
tiful, according to the Japanese standpoint. 
She is mucn thought of by her subjects 
and has done considerable good in the line 
of reforms and charity. When the silver 
wedding was celebrated the etreets of 
Tokyo were crowded with a throng of more 
than a million outsiders, who had come in 
from the country, all well-dressed, happy 
and cheerful. A grand banquet took place 
at the palace in the evening and between 
400 and 500 guests were present. The guests 
were ushered down endless coridors with 
lacquered walls and ceilings, gold-paneled 
and illumined by thousands of wax can- 
dies. The dining table where their ma- 
jesties presided was in the form of a 
square, decorated with silver baskets of 
orchids and rare tropical flowers. The 
dining service was entirely of silver and 
each guest was presented with a beautiful- 
ly worked silver statuette of a stork and 
two tortoises—emblems of long Hfe and 
happiness. 

Later in the evening a reception was held 
in the throneroom to 1,90 guests. The 
room wes brilifantly festooned with crim- 
son and pale blue hangings. The gorgeous 
uniforms of the men, the richly embroid- 
ered and jeweled gowns of the ladies, all 
formed a famous picture. The empress 
wore a European dress of white satin, em- 
broidered in silver, and Hterally blazed with 
diamonds.

By common consent field day has come 
to be the athletic jubilee of the year, and 
Tuesday afternoon the people of Athens 
and surrounding towns will throng the 
campus to witness the exciting and fnter- 
esting contests that have been arranged. 

Every preparation has been made to ren- 
der the field day exercises this year be- 
yond comparison the best and completest 
ever known in the history of a southern 
college. University records are to be 
smashed, new paces for aspiring track 
athletes are to be set and additional repu- 
tation is to be gained for the University of 
Georgia in the domain of college athletics. 

Captain Charles H. Black, of the univer- 
sity track athletic team, and Parish Smith, 
manager of the track team, have been un- 
tiring in their work and when the judges 
announce the beginning of the exercises 
Tuesday afternoon the most exciting ath- 
letic contests ever witnessed in the univer- 
sity campus will commence in the presence 
of cheering thousands of enthusiastic peo- 
ple. 

The Alumni Athletic Field. 

Additional interest in the contesis Tues- 
day will arise from the fact that on that 
occasion the new athletic field will be used 
for the first time for track athletic pur- 
poses, it having been completed only a 
few weeks since. 

Hitherto the annual field day exercises 
have been hampered by inadequate grounds 
upon which to hold the athletic contests, 
although the students of the university 
have made records in this department that 
rank very high. Now, however, for the 
first time in the history of athletic devel- 
opment at the university the college boys 
are in possession of an athietic field fully 
suited to their purposes. 

This new fleld may well be called the 
alumni athletic field, for to the alumni of 
the university is due the credit for this 
magnificent field, acknowledged to be the 
very finest in the entire south. 

The movement to raise the necessary 
funds for its construction was started just 
after the football victory over Auburn last 
Thanksgiving day. The students came 
back from Atlanta impressed with the rare 
possibilities in store for university ath- 
letics and determined to lift their standard 
higher and higher. Estimates as to the 
cost of constructing an athletic field were 
made by competent engineers and the sum 

-of $2,000 named for which the work could 
be done. 

It was @ great undertaking to raise so 
much money, but the college boys relied on 
the interest taken by the many alumni of 
the institution in the work of uplifting 
athletics at the university. The alumni did 
not fail them in that movement of neces- 
sity. 

Committees went to the different cities 
cf Georgta to solicit subscriptions from the 
@lumni of the university. These commit- 
tees were met with cordiality and as- 
surance of support. They did not return 
empty-handed, but on the other hand they 
came back with a large fund gencrously 
contributed. 

- In sums of $1, $5 and $10 each the contri- 
butions were made. Day by day the 
amount subscribed increased until it was 
‘sufficient to authorize work to be started. 
Atlanta came up nobly in the work, her 
alumni contributing several hundred dol- 
lars. Savannah, Macon, Augusta, Athens 
and other cities showed up well on the list. 
The amount rolled upward until at the 
completion of the field it is found that 
$2,000 has gone toward the construction of 
the grounds upon which the athletes of 
the University of Georgia are to make rec- 
ords and where all students will be able 
to develop themselves physically in the 
highest degree. 

The new field lies between the new col- 
lege building, the Moore building and 
Lampkin street. It is 450 feet long and 350 
feet wide. Large grand stands have been 
erected for the accommodation of specta- 
tors and everything is equipped thoroughly 
for the athletic games and contests. 

The contributions for this work have been 
entirely -volutnary; no state appropriation 
has been made for the field and not a dol- 
lar of the university funds has been spent 
on it. It is peculiarly the work of the 
@lumni of the university. 

Origin of the Annual Ficld Day. 

It may not be generally known, but it is 
mevertheless a fact that the university field 
Gay is the oldest field day of the south.

He is a gentlemanly college-bred man, 
well up on all such contests, and the rtvu- 
dents will have exceptionally fine training 
under him. He has in charge a large 
class of students, Wwho put in several hours 
each day in systematic and effective train- 
ing. Mr. Mahan is well pleased with the 
athletic material upon which he is to work, 
and is confident’ he will be able to train 
them to a point of excellence that will win 
for Georgia a creditable showing at the 
Nashville contests, 

Other Colleges May Participate. 

An invitation has been extended to Mer- 
cer university, Emory college and the Tech- 
nological school, of Atlanta, to send over 
representatives to participate in the con- 
tests on the campus Tuesday efternoon. 
Although no reply has yet been received 
it is more than probable that these institu- 
tions will have representatives here on that 
occasion. 

This will, of course, bring large crowds 
of visitors to Athens, and they will be 
accorded a hearty welcome. 

A big excursion from’ Atlanta Tuesday 
noon will bring over all the Atlanta gradu- 
ates and many ladies.

The University of Georgia’s records com- 
pare favorably with those made at Nash- 
ville last year, and the Georgia boys will 
doubtless stand high in competition with 
the athletes from the other southern col- 
leges. 

Last year Vanderbilt stood first, Se- 
Wwanee second and Auburn third in the 
Nashville games. ‘The University of Geor- 
gia did not send representatives to that 
track athletic meet. This year it is the in- 
tention of the ’varsity track athletic team 
to put the red and black in the forefront 
on the field at Nashville and proclaim 
Georgia the leader on the track athletic 
field as well as on the gridiron and the 
diamond. 

How the Scores Are Made. 

Each event at Nashville is worth e!ght 
points in making up the final score of each 
college. The college which sends the win- 
ner is credited with five points; the second 
place is worth two points, and the _ third 
place is worth one point. In all colleges 
the scores are made the same way. The 
Georgia boys want all the first prizes they 
can get, and where they cannot get first 
prize they will endeavor to land the sec- 
ond. It is their intention to pile up the 
largest. score of points of any of the col- 
leges ff hard work, systematic training 
and firm determination will accomplish 
their desires. 

There are ten or twelve colleges in the 
Southern Intercollegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion and all will send representatives to 
the Nashville contests. These represen- 
tatives will represent the pick of southern 
athletes and to win prizes in such contests 
will be glorious achievements. 

The Georgia boys will go to Nashville de- 
termined to make such records that every 
Georgian will be proud of them,

Yesterday morning ‘the grand jury return- 
ef a true bill against Cassin, charging him 


with the crime of embezzlement. 

It is alleged in the bill of indictment that 
Cassin, while cashier of the Georgia Loan, 
Savings and Banking Company, embezzled 
the sum of $71,000 from the bank in a fraud- 


vient manner. 

Cassin’s bond was assessed at $10,000 by 
Judge Lumpkin, and Judge Hillyer, the 
young man’s father-in-law, signed the 
bond. 

Within less than an hour after his re- 
lease Cassin was re-arrested at the sug- 
gestion of Solicitor Hill, who made the 
point that the bond was not a good one 
for the reason that Judge Hillyer is an 
attorney-at-law and consequently an officer 
of the court. 

The second bond, which was in the same 
amount, was signed late in the afternoon 
by Banker F. M. Coker, and Cassin was 

- again released from custody. 

Until late last night Cassin remained at 
the bank and searched through his desk 
and papers. examined his books and aided 
the officials tn the bank in examining into 


matters. 

The day was full of developments in the 
case. The investigation instituted by the 
grand jury was complete and searching. 
President Gress was examined at length 
“@h4 asked many questions in regard to 
the condition of the bank and the manner 
in which it had been operated. 

For the first time since last Monday Cas- 
sin was carried to the courthouse, when 
his bond was assessed. He was accom- 
panied by Bailiff Ray, of Judge Blood- 
worth’s court. Cassin appeared to be ill. 
He was exceedingly nervous and the se- 
vere strain has togd upon him. 

Under oath Cassin admitted that he was 
penniless. He was asked if he had any 
property. His reply was that he had none 
and further had no assets that could be 
converted into cash or security. 


Every effort was made to secure from him 
& statement in regard to his transactions 
with the bank, but he positively declined 
to say anything, replying that he was 
acting under the advice of his counsel. 

The bank refused to give any list of the 
creditors. stockholders or directors of the 
bank. and when asked for information in 
regard to its condition, refused point blank 
to make any statement or give access to 
its books. 

As soon as President Gress was excused 
from the grand juryroom, he left the court- 
house. He could not be seen later in the 
day, and when inquay was made at the 
bank, it was said that he had left the 
city on business matters with which he was 
connected. It was stated last night that 
Mr. Gress was en route to Nashville, where 
he is interested in an exhibit which is to 
be made by his company controlling the 
Phonograph. At his bank the information 
Was volunteered that Mr. Gress was prob- 
ably on his way to New York. 


The Grand Jury Investigation. 


The grand jury's investigation yesterday 
. Was long and tedious and apparently ex- 
haustive. The body met at 10 o’clock, re- 
Suming the investigation where it was left 
of the day before. The session continued 
until nearly 2 o'clock, the strictest secrecy 
being maintained, 

President George V. Gress was before the 
Stand jury for quite a while. He had been 
eummoned the day before, but was not 
Called into the room until yesterday mcrn- 
ing.

It charged that 
Cassin, while an officer of _ the Georgia 
Loan, Savings and Banking Company, had 
fraudulently taken, concealed and stolen the 
sum Of $71,000 in lawful coin of the United 
States, being the property of the bank. 

Cassin was in the custody of Bailiff Ray 
when the indictment was returned, but he 
was soon imformed of the action of the 
grand jury. He did not give evidence of 
any great surprise when he was told that 
he had been indicted, as he has been well- 
posted about the matter. 


‘Lumpkin Fixes the Bond. 

It is customary for Solicitor Hill to assess 
the criminal bonds, but an exception to the 
long established rule was made yesterday, 
when the bond was fixed by Judge Lump- 
kin. :

Atlanta Man Given Back Position from 
Which He Was Removed, 


ORDER DATES BACK 2 MONTHS 


Investigation Shows That Georgian 
Was Dismissed for Being Honest. 


SECRETARY BLISS REVIEWS THE CASE 


Official Was Protecting the Govern- 
ment Against Robbery of Nearly 
Half Million Dollars. 


Washington, April 30.—(Special.}—Mr. 
Henry lL. Collier, of Atlanta, has been re- 
instated to the position from which he 
was removed by Land Commissioner Lam- 
oreaux a few months age. 

Not only is he restored to his position 
as United States examiner of surveys, bUt 
the order of reinstatement is dated back 
nearly two months, thus restoring his sal- 
ary and putting him back ijust where he 
was at the time he was displaced by the 
action of the land commissioner under the 
last administration. 

From the recent investigation which has 
been made it appears that Mr. Collier wags 
dismjssed for being an honest man and 
for refusing to sanction fraudulent sur 
veys which had in view the robbery of the 
government to the extent of nearly a half- 
million dollars. 

In a talk today with Mr. Collier concern- 
ing his reinstatement by Secretary of the 
Intertor Bliss, he says: 

“In 1896, as the representative of the gen- 
eral land office, I was placed in charge of 
quite a number of surveying contracts, 
known as the ‘Benson surveys of Califor- 
nia,” which had been made subjects of a 
compromise entered into by the contractors 
and the United States government. These 
surveys were rejected as fictitious and 
fraudulent in 1886 and 1887 by the honorable 
commissioner of the general land office 
and the contractors were indicted for per- 
jury and conspiracy. 

‘“‘Under that compromise it was agreed 
the contractors would proceed promptly to 
place in perfect condition all their former 
fraudulent surveys and when that revision 
was satisfactorily executed then the indict- 
ments should be dismissed. Notwithstand- 
ing the contractors offered the compromise, 


still they were vefy slow in carrying it in« 


to effect. In two years only five surveys 
were revised as promised. I made fre 
quent complaints to Commissioner Lamo- 
reaux as to the progress being made. He 
gave me very little assistance in urging 


them on. In 1886 and 1887 while the United . : 


States grand jury was returning indict- 
ments against these contractors for per- 
jury and conspiracy about a half-dozen of 
them turned state’s evidence and swore 
that a large per cent of the work credited 
to them had not been done by them. All 
the facts going to prove the utter fraudu- 
lency of these surveys are published in the 
land office reports for 1885, 1886, 1887 and 
1888; the records of the surveying division 
of this office are filled with affidavits of 
officials and settlers proving also the fraud- 
ulency of these surveys. Yet in January, 
1897, at the close of the last administration, 
without any intimation to me, although I 
had been given absolute authority over 
these fraudulent surveys and had not been 
relieved therefrom, the commissioner telé- 
graphed the surveyor general at San Fran- 
cisco to forward for acceptance the field 
notes and the plats of all these fraudulent 
surveys, though they had not been revised 
as required by the compromise, amounting 
in all to between $60,000 and $100,000, 

“I accidentally heard of the order and 
went at once and consulted the Wnited 
States district attorney, who advised me 
to enter my protest against the accepi- 
ance of the surveying contracts, which I 
did, and on January 19, 1897, my protest 
was received at the department. As a re 
ward for my trouble on January 2ist the 
commissioner telegraphed me that on and 
after February 1, 1897, I would be fur- 
loughed without pay. 

“On February 10th I arrived in Washing- 
ton and at once filed a full statement of 
facts with Secretary Francis, who, without 
delay, began an investigation. Soon there- 
after the commissioner was stricken with 
nervous prostration. The matter came 
over to Secretary Bliss, who on March i8th 
ordered me back to Washington—I had 
gone in the meantime to Atlanta—to as- 
sist the chief clerk of the department of 
the interior in preparing a report on these 
fraudulent contracts which had been aé- 
cepted by ex-Commissioner Lamoreaux. 

“The report was completed and delivered 
to the commissioner of the general land 
office, Major Binger Hermann, on April 17, 
1897. After a thorough examination of

der of the secretary of the interior re 
instated me. | 

“I am very hopeful that all the accept- 
ances by ex-Commissioner Lamoreaux of 
these fraudulent contracts will be annulled 
and that the contractors will yet have to 
comply with the terms of their compromise 
speedily or take the punishment for falst- 
fying surveying returns. : 

“The culmination of this contest will 
have a very salutary. effect on surveying 
contracts for some years to come. For the 
next four years government contractors are 
placed on notice that hottest work only 
will pass. No more acceptances of ‘paper 
surveys.’ Henceforth by the fruits of 
their labors shall they be judged. To all 
who have given me their sympathy and 
help in this contest I am grateful.”’

rency question, simple enough for a 
schoolboy to understand. It may be 
that a majority of the people will never 
be able to understand them, but in that 
case they will have to pay the penalty 
of their Ignorance.

The manufacturers say 
they would be prosperous if They could 
command more profitable prices for 
their goods. The republicans haye re- 
sponded by giving them a warrant in 
the shape of a tariff law to charge high- 
er prices. Presently we are to see how 
this scheme works. 

The Herald, over-sensitive, cries out 
that the republican tariff will bring ruin 
on the country; but it will hardly add 
to the hard times that now. exist,

they are now doing. The real question 
in regard to the tariff is not what are 
the people going to do about it? but 
what will the manufacturers do about 
it when they discover that they have 
been deluded? 

The people, of course, will haye some- 
thing to say, for the republicans have 
told them that the tariff will restore 
prosperity. When they discover the 
deception that has been practiced on 
them, what will they do? There is 
but one thing they can do, and that is to 
turn to the democratic party for relief. 
This they will do, and then The Herald 
may as well bid its gold standard a long 
farewell. 

Our Foreign Trade Relations, 

Under the direction of the federal bu- 
reau of statistics a very interesting re- 
port has recently been prepared show- 
ing the extent of our trade relations with 
foreign countries. 
several important items may be extract- 
ed for the benefit of our readers. 

With the various African states for 
the year 1895 our trade aggregated a 
total of only $12,336,702, while our trade 
with the Hawaiian islands, just off the 
Pacific coast, amounted to $11,496,800, 
or only $839,902 less than our trade with 
the entire Dark Continent. This 
marked disparity is due to the fact that 
we Have only seven paid consular offi- 
cers in Africa, located at the following 
places, yiz: Cairo, Cape Town, Madeira, 
Mozambique, Tomatave, Tangiers and 
Zanzibar. Still another reason for our 
small African trade appears from the 
fact that Europe is a wide-awake and 
vigorous competitor, and is well-nigh in 
absolute possession of the field. © 

As to South America, the reports show 
that our imports have greatly exceeded 
our exports. In 1892 the total value of 
South American produtcs imported into 
this country amounted to $150,727,759. 
They fell in 1893 to $102,207,815 and 
stood at $100,147,107 in 1894; $112,167,- 
129 in 1895, and $108,828,462 in 1896. 
Our exports in 1892 aggregated only 
$33,147,614, since which time there has 
been a steady decline until 1896, when 
they reached a valuation of $38,752,648. 

Quite a large part of the report is de- 
voted to the recent investigation of a 
special commission appointed by the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers to 
visit South America. As the matter is 
one of very great commercial import- 
ance to this country a liberal extract 
from the report is taken, embodying the 
views of this commission and with ref- 
erence to the Argentine Republic: 


In regard to the prospects of American 
commerce with the Argentine Republic, 
there is nothing specially emcouraging, un- 
less we may except the recent important 
visit of the commission of the United States 
Manufacturers’ Association. They saw for 
themselves what consular reports for the 
last twenty-three years have been telling— 
that the United States are unequal! competi- 
tors in the struggle for an increasing trade. 
They are handicapped every way, and until 
s0me efficient movement is made to place 
our exporters and manufacturers on the 
same footing with those of the nations of 
Europe, the bulk of the commerce of the 
River Platte must continue to be with those 
nations. We lack banking facilities: wae 
lack distinctively American business houses. 
There are several sample houses im Buenos 
Ayres which receive ofders for goods to be 
shipped from the United States, and some 
of them are dojng well, but there is not a 
distinctively American importing house, 
where goods are kept in siock, in Buenos 
Ayres. The trade which the Unified Sites 
has with the Argentine Republic is in great 
part done through foreign houses. English 
and German principally, and they buy cer- 
tain lines of our mamufactures, not because 
they are et all interested in extending 
American trade, but because they find a 
Saie lor them and cannot get them eise- 
where. 

Une thing, however, which has been 
Operating in fayor of closer trade re- 
lations with South America, and the 
Argentine Repubiic especially, is the 
regular and direct line of steamship 
communication recently established be- 
tween New York and the Platte river. 
In the judgment of the special commis- 
sion, our trade relations with South 
America would be very greatly improved 
by throwing overboard some of our cau- 
tion and adopting a more extensive cred- 
it system. Up to the present time our 
business men, as a rule, haye insisted 
on selling for cash. 

With respect to our Chinese trade it 
is stated by the consul general at Shang- 
hai that several American agents in 
China have been very greatly impeded 
because the letters of introduction which 
they brought were addressed tq diplo- 
matic representatives and contained no 
legal evidence on which good faith

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OGDEN BANE ROBBER CAUGHT. 


Man Arrested in New York After 
Spending All the Money. 

New York, April 30.—The police here have 
under arrest Clarence Barton, twenty-one 
years old, who ts wanted by the authorities 
of Ogden, Utah, for stealing $5,200 from the 
Utah Loan and Trust Company of Ogden.

Captain Romeyn took the stand in the 
afternoon and explained to the court many 
of the details connected with his former 
courtmartial and also told of the mitigat- 
inc order afterwards issued from the war 
department. The day was without incident 
or feature and everything passed off in a 
smooth and iifeiess manner. 

Liggett on the Stand. 

Lieutenant Liggett was the first witness 
examined. He stated that as tar as he 
knew the social status of the O’Briens 
‘was good and that he had seen no gencral 
disfavor or ostracism. 

On cross-examination the witness said 
he seldom aitended any of the hops given 
at the post other than to escort his wife 
to and from the ballroom. Lieutenant 
Liggett deciared that he did not know 
what were the relations between his wife 
and Mrs. O’Brien, nor wheiher she had 
out that lady. 

Lieutenant S. Bf. Hackney said that he 
thought the O’Briens were on the sume 
footing as other families in the garrison. 
He further staied that he had not aitend- 
ed a hop in the last six or eight months. 

‘That he had no knowledge as to whether 
or not there had becn any cutting of Mrs. 

O’Brien or pubhe disfavor shown her at 
thiso gatherings. “Lieutenant Hackney 
stated also that he and his wife mingied 
in socieiy by calling on the different fam- 
flies in the post; that he had seen Mrs. 
O’Brien on the sidewalk, but had never 
seen her cut by any one. 

Major Charles Pomer, who is at present 
post commander of Fort McPherson, was 
rext placed on the stand. He testified that 
the social status of the O’Briens, so far as 
he knew, was not different from that of 
anv one else in the post and that their so- 
cial relations with his family were intimate. 

Whea cross-examined by Captain Ro- 
meyn the witness admitted that he never 
attended the hops or dances given in the 
garrison and that a great many things 
might have taken place at these fune- 
tions that he would have known abso- 
lutely nothing about. 

Lieutenant M§tchell stated that from 
what he knew of the social staius of the 
O’Briens there was no general ostracism 
and further that he could not say there 
Was any general public disfavor. 

Lieutenant Heavey, wien asked what the 
focial status of the O’Briens was prior to 
February 18th. said that he saw no gen- 
eral disfavor or ostracism. He also stated 
that his family relations with the O’Briens 
weré comparatively friendly. He had nev- 
cr attended any of the hops and stated 
that there might hava been a good deal of 
culting done at these gatherings and he 
would not have known it personally. The 
witness, on cross-examination, said that 
while there was nothing strained in his 
relation teward the O’Briens he had never 
been particularly friendly with them. 

Licutenant Edward Sigerfoos, in speaking 
of the social status of the O’Briens, said 
he would say that it was good. He had 
never seen any social ostracism or public 
disfavor; that his family and the O’Briens 
exchanged calls. 

Captain E. L. Randall was called to the 
Stand @mein yesterday. When asked con- 
cerning his knowledge of any subsequent 
order mitigating the sentence of Captain 
Romeyn at his former courtmartial, the 
Witness replied that he hed never seen the 
order affecting the promulgation of the 
Sentence of the courtmartial, but it was a

Captain Romeyn, in opening the close of 
his case, stated to the court that he woulda 
like to go on the stand and explain some- 
thing about his former courtmartial. The 
captain said in brief: 

“In regard to the order of a courtmartial 
introduced by the prosecution, I will say 
that I wag tried at Fort Riley, Kas., upon 
the charges ajready mentioned. I served 
my sentence of one year’s confinement 
within the limits of Fort Gibson, where 
my regiment was then stationed. Shortly 
after I was restored to duty I secured a 
leave of absence and went direct to Wash- 
ington to have the matter investigated. I 
went to see General Grant just a few days 
before he retired from the presidency 
and told him my story. He asked me what 
I wanted and I told him I waited a full 
investigation by a disinterest arty. He 
instructed the inspector gene of the. 
army to look into the affair.” Before I 
left Washington this officer sent for me 
and said he had decided to report in my 
favor. A few days after this I was paid 
all the money that had been deducted from 
my salary and went back to my station 
exonerated as far as could be after hav- 
ing already served the court’s sentence of 
confinement in the garrison. 

“All the official papers in the case were 
lost with my desk by the sinking of the 
jeneral Perry, at Omaha, Neb., June 10, 
1888, when the regiment was en route to 
Texas.”* 

Captain Romeyn was asked by the court 
if the order of the inspector general miti- 
gated in any form the former order of the 
courtmartial.

MATHEWS CASE UP AGAIN. 


Governor Will Make Him Show Cause 
Why He Shouldn’t Make Bond, 
Governor Atkinson issued an order yes- 
terday morning instructing Joel N. Ma- 
thews, ordinary of Crawford county, to 
show cause before him on or before May 
14th, in writing, why he should not make a 
new bond and allow his present bondsmen 

to be released from further liability. 

The case of Ordinary’ Mathews is an 
interesting one and one that was a sensa- 
tion the first time it was called to the 
attention of Governor Atkinson. It came 
to the governor in the shape of a request 
from the two bondsmen of Mathews to be 
released, and in their request they made 
sensational charges. 

The bondsmen did not appear at the 
hearing and the gevernor refused to al- 
low them to be released and at the same 
time completeciy vindicated Ordinary Ma- 
thews. 

When the bondsmen learned of this they 
wrote the gOvernor a spicy letter, in which 
they charged that they had been kept 
away from the trial by misrepresentations 
and that ‘ihey were still perpared to 
prove their statements 
be released. 

New developments took place in the case 
in Crawford county and it ig understood 
that for several weeks the governor has 
had a renewed request of release from 
the bondsmen. He has just taken the 
matter up and the hearing will be inter- 
esting. 

The case in Crawford county is now 
pending a new trial and the final out- 
come there is watched with interest by the 
friends of Colonel Mathews. 


SAYS HE IS PERSECUTED. 


W. C. Martin Says the Officers Do Not 
Like Him. 

W’. C. Martin, who was recently bound 
over to the higher court by Justice Foute, 
claims that he is being parseculed by the 
officers of the law. He says that his at- 
torney made the case clear before the jus- 
tice and even cited a number of cases in 
regard to the matter, but that he wis 
bound over in the face of the facts. 

He says that the grand jury failed to 
find a true bill against him, and that later 
he was arres.ed on the charge of carrying 
concealed weapons. This he attributes to 
the desire o.1 the part of the officers to sce 
him in jail. He says that he is a stranger 
in the city and an Innocent man. 


FIVE COUNTIES ARE LATE. 


Commissioner Glenn Has Not Received 
Quarterly Reports from Them. 


Five counties in the state have not made 
their first quarterly report to the state 
schoo! commissioner. The law requires that 
the reports be in the hands of the school 
commissioner within thirty days after they 
are due and although yesterday was the 
last day, five of the reports have not yet 
been received. 

Though ‘the law explicitly states that the 
report shall be made within thirty days it 
does not state that the’money @iall not be 
paid should ‘the county commiSsioners fail 
to make the report in the time given. 
This is purely a matter of law and it is 
an interesting point and will probably be 
liberally discussed before the commissioners 
who are behind in their work hear the 
last of the matter.

The Present Courtmartial Has Orders To 
Remain in Atlanta. 


PROBABLE TRIAL OF O'BRIEN 


Charges Preferred Against Him Were 
Filed by Captain Romeyn. 


NO DEFINITE INSTRUCTIONS YET RECEIVED 


Explanatory Orders Are Expected To- 
day and Until Then What Is To 
Follow Will Be a Mystery. — 


From present indications ft would seem 
that courtsmartial at Mort McPherson have 
just fairly begun. 

The thirteen army officers detailed for 
duty on the courtmartial now convened at 
the barracks have received instructions to 
remain in Atlanta at the conclusion of the 
trial of Captain Romeyn to await further 
orders from the headquarters of the east. 

While the communication ta Colonel 
Guenther, president of the court, contained 
nothing to indicate what the officers would 
be called upon to investigate, it is generally 
conceded that they will at once proceed 
with the tria] of Lieutenant Michael J. 
O’Brien, against whom serious -charges 
have been filed by Captain Henry Romeyn. 
The accused in the case now .pending at 
‘MoPherson will turn prosecutor and his ac- 
cuser will appear in the unenviable position 
of defendant. 

The order to remain in Atlanta fell like a 
bombshell en the officers of the courtmar- 
tial, who are already weary and disgusted 
with their task in trying to straighten out 
the muchly mixed condition existing at the 
The trial of Cap- 
tain Romeyn has taken up much more time 
than was at first anticipated, and now the 
prospect of remaining here to go through 
with another lengthy hearing is almost un- 
bearable, even to the gallamt officers of 
our great army. From opinions expressed 
by many of them, they would much prefer 
fighting the Sioux among the bowlers and 
perilous p3sses of the Reckics or Sierra 
Nevyadas than to stand such another trial 
as that which is rapidly drawing to a close. 

There can be little doubt of the meaning 
of the orders from General Wesiey Merritt, 
commanding the department of the east. 
It is a well-known fact that slightly over 


a week ago Captain Romeyn forwarded his‘ 


carefully prepared charges to the command- 
er at Governor's island.and that officer has 
nad just sufficient time to act upon the mat- 
ter. The charges against Lieutemant 
O'Brien are very serious in their nature 
and it is more than likely that General Mer- 
ritt desires them investigated as soon as 
possible. 

Colonel Guenther states that he has no 
idea of what the department intends that 
the courtmartial shall do. It may be, he 
says, that the commander desires the court 
to be held together until the record and 
finding in Captain Romeyn’s case shall be 
received by him and acted on. -The case 
being of such.an umusual character this 
seems to be a plausible view, but those 
who are in a place to know something 
about the affair are positive that the trial 
of Lieutenant O'Brien will take the boards 
as soon as Captain Romeyn retires from 
the center of the stage. 

For the present, at least, the meaning of 
the telegraphic orders from General Mer- 
ritt must remain a mystery. Judge Advo- 
cate Carbaugh expects to receive full in- 
structions today shovld the orders bear 
upon another trial. 

Should O’Brien be placed on trial before 
the court now in session it will be a re- 
markable case. During Romeyn’s trial the 
former ofilicer has been the judge advocate’s 
counselor and adviser on many material 
points. Now the judge advocate will be 
called upon, no doubt, to turn prosecutor 
toward the lieutenant. The whole proceed- 
ing at Fort McPherson seems to be entire- 
ly out'of the run of ordinary army casés. 

A rather uninteresting feature of the 
courtmartial for the officers @etailed to 
compose it is the fact that while here they 
are entirely upon their own expense. The 
government only allows them transporta- 
tion to ana from the scene of a trial, but 
their living expenses while in attendance 
on the court must be paid out of their sala- 
ries. In a case lasting as long as the pres- 
ent one, and with the prospects of many 
weeks more of trials, the outlook is indeed 
gloomy fur the soldiers. The officers are 
inclined to take a eontented view of the 
situation, however, and have become re- 
signed to their fate. A great many declare 
their intention of writing for their families 
and several trunks of wearimg apparel in 
order to be prepared for a long siege. 

It is rumored that the courtsmartial at 
MePherson will not end even with that of 
Lieutenant O’Brien, 


OFFICERS IN AN ACCIDENT. 


While Returning from the Courtmar- 
tial Their Car Is Derailed. 

What might have been a serious accident 
occurred on the Atlanta railway yesterday 
just this side of Fort McPherson. 

The trolley car which left the barracks at 
2:40 o'clock in the afternoon was bounding 
along at a rapid rate of speed toward the 
citv. Suddenlv and without warning the 
ear left the track and after running for 
about twenty yards on the crossties, chang- 
ea its direction and struck into the red 
clay bank on the side of tthe roadway.

Colonel Harry Egbert, Major Miner and 
Captains MacMurray, Penney, Rogers and 
Crewell, of the courtmartial, and Captain 
Broden, of Fort McPherson, were passen- 
gers on the car, but aside from a severe 
jolting received no injuries.

Had the car been derailed on one of the 
high embankments between the city and 
the barracks, a fearful tumble would have 
resulted and the accident might have 
caused a suspension of Captain Romeyn’s 
courtmartial.

BAL'S PATE WILL 
_ §O0N BE KNOWN 
Trial of Chief Sanitary Inspector Came | 
to a Close Last Night. 
LAWYERS PLEAD ELOQUENTLY 


Colonel Westmoreland Opens for City 
and Judge Van Epps for Defense. 


JUDGE ANDERSON’S TELLING EFFORT 


Expounded Many Forceful Arguments 
at Evening Session—No Verdict 
for Several Days. 


The long, weary, uninteresting trial of 
Chief Sanitary Inspector Veal has at last 
drawn te agclose. The testimony was 
practically all in Thursday night, and ar- 
gument was finished yesterday and last 
hight. Nothing remains now but for the 
board to consider the evidence and render 
their decision. 

Those who have watched the Case care 
fully from start to finish predict that Veal 
will not lose his job. The system he has 
had in force with the sanitary department 
in the purchasing of supplies may be 
changed and Veal censured, but the victory 
will practically be his. 

It may be three or four days before the 
committee renders its decision. Several 
of the members were not present at some 
of the sessions and they will have to read 
over the evidence they have missed. This 
will take some time, for the stenogray-her 
will have to write out his nofés. A verdict 
ought to be rendered, though, by Morday 
or Tuesday. 

After last night's session Veal wes as 
happy as a schoolboy, and has no idexz but 
that he will not only be cleared, but com- 
pletely exonerated. His attorney, Judge 
Van Epps, is of this samc opinion, as well 
as a good many of his friends. 

The Afternoon Session. . 

Before Colonel Westmoreiand began his 
argument for the prosecution the defense 
introduced Sergeant Mass, of the police 
force, who was-an official at the peniten- 
tiary while Ed Quarterman, the negro who 
Swore against Veal, was an inmate. 

The witness stated Quarterman. had been 
sent up for assault for five years; that he 
was a very troublesome prisoner, making 
an attempt on one occasion to gain his 
liberty by filing off his chains. 

Colonel Westmoreland spoke for perhaps 
an hour and a half. His argument was log- 
ical and forceful, making the main points 
or evidence against Veal and attempting 
to convince the board of his guilt. 

He did not claim Veal was guilty of any 
dishonesty or intentional collusion with 
various firms in the buying of his stock, 
but stated he was guilty of gross negli- 
gence and incompetency in the buying of 
the suppiles for the dumping grounds, 

Colonel Westmoreland’s effort made a 
great impression on the board. 

Judge Yan Epps followed with an oration 
of over two hours’ length. He attempted 
to riddle the evidence for the prosecution 
from start to finish, often dealing in very 
denunciatory remarks against certain per- 
sons, and thought it was a disgrace to the 
community that such charges had ever 
been brought against’ his client, who, he 
said, .had: never received. justice at. the 
hands of the committee or of the public 
print. 

The judge had a stenographer present, 
and if Veal is not completely exonerated 
by the board he will have his -peech 
printed in pamphlet form for the benefit 
of the public, offering it on all street cor- 
ners free gratis to all who would accept. 
tie claimed Veal was not guilty of a sin- 
gle charge brought against him, aud that 
the whole business was prompted by politi- 
cal malignity, He stated before he began 
his argument that Veal was ag pure in his 
office as he had been during his twelve 
years on the bench as city court judge. 

Judge Anderson’s Great Effort. 

The whoie night session was taken up 
by Judge Anderson’s argument, which was 
one of the most broad-mruinded and elo- 
quent:that has ever beer delivered in that 
chamber. It was eviderc he was in sym- 
pathy with Veal, and that instead of dis- 
playing any personal malice against him, 
he sought the truth, irrespective of the 
verdict. He was given the closest atten- 
tion throughout. 

He claimed that, notwithstanding the fact 
several witnesses testified as to the relative 
value of horses in 1896, yet according to 
the evidence Veal had paid more than the 
market price. He also dwelt for some 
time on the lax methods used at the dump- 
ing grounds, claiming that if Veal had 
been more careful in his management ,.of 
his business, things would haye been dif- 
ferent. He thought the board ought to 
find Veal guilty of the charges preferred. 

The board then adjourned and will not 
meet until they have formulated a decis- 


ion. 


JUDGE REFUSES NEW TRIALS.

Judge Hillyer entered the courtroom just 
after the bond had been fixed, but was 
not present at the hearing previous to 
the announcement of the corrt.

Cassin’s Arrest Is Ordered. 

Cassin had been gone probably an hour 
when the attention of Solicitor Hill was 
called to the fact that the bond had been 
signed by an officer of the court. Judge 
Hillyer is an attorney, and as such it was 
suggested that perhaps he should not be 
allowed to sign the bond as security while 
he was considered as an Officer of the 
court. 

The matter did not occur to anyone un- 
til Bailiff Anthony made the remark 
about it. 

Sheriff Nelms was notified and he left 
immediately for the office of Hillyer, Alex- 
ander and Lambdin, thinking he would 
probably find Cassin there. 

Deputy Sheriff Shropshire went to the 
residence of Judge Hillyer, where Cassin 
and his father-in-law were. 

“The matter had never occurred to me,” 
said Judge Hillyer.

Judge Hillyer, Cassin, Mr. Hooper Alex- 
ander, Solicitor Hill and others interested 
in the case met at the office of the bank In 
a short while and a new bond was signed. 

Banker F. M. Coker placed his signature 
to the bond as security and the bond was 
accepted and Cassin was again released. 
Bank Refuses To Give Information. 

Every effort was made yesterday to se- 
cure a list of the debtors of the bank, but 
the list was politely, but positively, re- 
fused. ; 

(Mr. Gress, the president of the bank, was 
appealed to. With the politeness of a 
dancing master he assured The Constitu- 
tion that he would get the list without 
delay. 

He said Mr. Richardson was out of the 
bank at that particular moment, but that 
just as soon as he came in, which would 
be presently, he would have the list ready. 
Instead of doing this he told directors of 
the bank that he did not wish the list given 
out and did not give Mr. Richardson per- 
mission to prepare it.

It was estated yesterday afternoon 
that Mr. Gress wus absent in the 
interest of the pending settlement 
which he has suggested for the 
steckholders. It was said that he was on 
his Way to New York, ostensibly for the 
purpose of securing funds with which to 
make this settlement. Whether this i{s 
true or not cannot be said, as Mr. Gress 
could not be seen to verify the report. 

It was also intimated that the shortage 
of Cassin had been known ffor’ several

—... refused,”’ said he, “to speak of 
my farming experiments, because I am 
everse to being paraded in the newspapers, 
but out of deference to the purposes of The 
Constitution to tell the world the facts 
about southern Georgia, I will make an 
exception. But the other day a friend 
of mine was boasting about banks declar- 
ing 8 per cent dividends, when I told him 
that I would not exchange my farm invest- 
ment for an equal amount of any bank 
stock quoted. 

“To come to the facts in the case—for 
this is a story which needs no embellish- 
mertt—I had oceasion, in partnership with 
Mr. Sam Brown, president of the Exchange 
bank, to buy a farm on the line of the 
Georgia and Alabama road, fifteen miles 
out, containing 3,700 acres, for which ywe 
paid the sum of $11,500, Ag iwe were both 
business men, accustomed to accurate deal- 
ing, and wnacquainted with the details of 
farming, we could only bring our business 
experience into play, which taught us that 
we should hire an expert overseer who un- 
derstood his business. We agreed in the 
business proposition that a cheap man on 
the farm would be just as much out of 
place as a cheap man would be tn charge 
of a big commercial enterprise. That meant 
that we should hire a good man and pay 
him well, thus securing the best service 
and making it to his interest to render it. 

“In accordance with our business train- 
ing we resolved to keep books, and to de- 
clare dividends or make assessments as the 
¢ase might be. Accordingly, a credit and 
debtor account was entered against the 
$11,500 invested. The farm was stocked 
with cattle and hogs, and laborers were 
hired on monthly wages for two-thirds of 
the year, being put upon day labor for the 
harvesting, when the force was enlarged. 
The first rule adopted was that the farm 
should feed the stock, furnish the meat, 
end that no call should be made upon the 
outside for anything that could be grewn 
upon the ground. 

“The work thus began was carried on 
as strictly as were the transactions in the 
business house. It was not long before 
we were advertising Georgia hams and 
shoulders for sale in Friend MclIntosh’s 
paper. Every product raised on the place 
was used first to meet the local consulnp- 
tion, whether of food supplies or of fer- 
tilizers, and the surplus was placed upon 
the market, except the butter, eggs and 
milk, which was equally divided in kind 
between Mr. Brown and myself. In ad- 
dition to the profits paid every year, the 
lands were constantly increasing in fer- 
tillty, the stock was growing in number, 
and we found the original $11,500 canceled 
by profits. 

“A strict system of rotation was edopted, 
to aid which all the fields were fenced, 
and into the field, at the proper tire, the 
cattle were turned for pasturaze. As one 
of the necessities of a farm is ready access 

- to railroad accommodation we had a little 
Station built. 

“Now, as a result of all this, here is*¢he 
book containing the business of fast year— 
Siving a profit of over °0 per cent—not 
counting the supplies. We drew from the 
business at one time during the year $2,600, 
and divided it, ana later on drew out 
$1,500 more, making $3,500 in all, or $1.75 
each. What business can show a better 
result? This has been done under strict 
accountability. We have paid good rrices 
for all we got, closed out the account and 
divided the money, and the principal ts tn 
better condition than ever. Before draw- 
ing out this dividend we bought six first- 
class mules for next year’s work, rut in 
new implements, and fully refurnished the 
farm. It is impossible to tell fully what 
i@ the profit of a given year, for the teason 
that fertilizing, fencing, draining, and &©0 
on, run through the years, having an ac- 
cumulating value, which is generally lost 
Sight of by those who are figuring up on 
Buch matters. 

“AS between my business invesiments 
and my farm investments, the farm pays 
two to one. Then the farm is always there. 
tis never thrown into a receivership, and 
MO rascal can steal the plant, which hever 
changes.

Washingtcon, April 30.—(Special.)—The 
ghost dance of the walled-off democratic 
ig still the topic upon which are hung the 
merry jests of the politicians and the peo- 
ple. 

A ghost dance it was; for the participants, 
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SCENE ON THE MUSD PLANTATION. 
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every business man in Georgia should be- 
come the owner of a productive farm. He 
could engage in no more patriotic work as 
a citizen, and he could take n> more ef- 
fective means of building up the condi- 
tion of the country as a husinéss man. By 
employing a first-class farmer to superin- 
tend it every business man could run his 
Own experimental farm, which would raise 
the tone of rural life, incite the rivalry of 
the other farms, and aid them to euccess 
by displaying to them what intelligent 
methods can accomplish. The fact is that 
farming in the south was so easy that 
people did not half-way do it, and then 
they blamed their own carelessness upon 
the acres which they owned.”’ 

Mr. Muse continued to talk with earnest- 
ness and intelligence, urging work on the 
plan already outlined. 

“I am glad to see the stream of immi- 
eration which is developing south Geor- 
gia,” said he. ‘‘Why should these »eople 
#0 10 Texagswhen here is all that Lis fancy 
can picture. I would not advise people to 
come here without knowledge. The wise 
man always visits the spot first, and by 
personal inquiry decides whether it suits 
him. Neither would I furnish argument 
for him to come. Let him come because 
he feels that it is his interest to come, 
and then he is more likely to stand by his 
bargain. 

“This leads me;” said Mr. Muse, “to a 
question which I have thought over a great 
deal—that of village farming. ‘There are 
large sections of Georgia subject to malaria, 
Artesian water has mitigated, put not re- 
moved the evi. Two months of the year— 
August and September—whites cannot live 
there, but must seek healthy localities. 
Before the war these very lands were the 
homes of the richest planters in Georgia. 
In one section of Baker county lived the 
Colquitts, the Tarvers, the Slappeys, the 
Joneses and the Norrisses. In another 
were the Flemings, the Stevenses, the 
Whiteheads and the Perrys. These peuple, 
owning thousands of acres and hundreds 
of slaves, selected the high knolls upon 
which to live, where health was assured, 
with a physician as part of the establish- 
ment. They found society by visiting each 
other a week or a month at a time, or 
visitors came from other parts of the state, 
when all joined in the entertainment. The 
condition which made that form of Lfe 
possible have passed away and these srplen- 
did properties have been almost abandon- 
ed. Under the new condition the village 
farm would fill the bill. Take an area, say, 
of 10,000 acres, in the center of which is 
one of the salubrious points used before 
the war for a single residence. Let it be 
now used by the ten or fifteen joint own- 
ers of this land. Say there are fiiteen 
heads of families, which would call for 
fifteen houses, and a church, which w<ulf, 
at the same time, be a public hall. The 
teacher and the doctor would require but 
small tracts of land, the truck being di- 
vided between the actual planters, These, 
with their houses set upon a hill, they would 
have health, society and contentment. 
Their farms would lié within an hour’s 
walk from the ones farthest out, so that 
they could have all the supervision heces- 
sary. With the country dotted over with 
these happy home clusters there would be 
a revival, under new auspices, of the happy 
old days when life in Georgia was a charm, 
and her brave men and fair women were 
the admiration of the world.” 

In presenting these sketches the effect 
has been to show to all classes there are 
open possibilities which make it the duty 
of all to take part in the work of rejuve- 
nating Georgia. Mr. Putney gave an ex- 
ample of how contract labor on a large 
scale brings such returns in Georgia as 
should induce enterprising men who are 
managers of their fellows, to enter upon 
that field. Mr. Muse appeals to a large 
class. ‘There is no reason why every mer- 
chant in th® state should not own his fifty 
or }00-acre farm, under an expert superin- 
tendent, conducted on strictly business 
principles, which would be a source of 
both profit and pleasure. 

There are still other classes, however, 
who will present their cases in order to.

Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, April %.—Foreign advices 
this morning were disappointing in the 
tone rather than in the quotations. The 
uneasy tone for spot cotton led many to 
believe that we would{have a reaction from 
the sharp advance of'the past two weeks, 
and there has been quite an extensive 
short interest created ‘today on that belief. 
Our advices from Liverpool are to the ef- 
fect that the decline there is due to a dis- 
position on the part of a few local op- 
erators to secure profits, and that a reac- 
tion is expected in the ‘market. Manches- 
ter advices are to the effect that there 
is a better demand for goods which more 
than equals the production. Under the in- 
fluence of this reactionary tendency in 
Liverpool and at home our market has 
declined from the best prices of yesterday, 
and the general feeling is that we shall 
go somewhat lower before:the reaction is 
over. There is, however, nothing in the 
situation to change the strength of the 
pesition, and each day brings a sharp re- 
duction in stocks of cotton, throughout the 
world. The heavy selling has been by @ 
prominent spinning and export house, 
which reports that northern spinners are 
indisposed to buy on the basis which the 
market held for so long a period, whose 
advices are quite contrary to our own ex- 
perience, as we find it easier to sell the 
spinners for the past two days than for 
the past two weeks. Still they may be 
right in their opinion, and their offerings 
of cotton today show that they certainly 
expect a reaction from the extreme point. 
Speculation has not yet appeared in the 
market, which is sustained by the daily 
purchases of spinners, and as nothing 
has appeared to reduce the consumption, 
it is probable that the decline will be but 
temporary. The reaction was short lived 
and on the increasing demand for the con- 
tinent, together with constant inquiries 
from our spinners, the market closed at 
the very best prices of the day, with every 
indication of a further advance. In short, 
either the spindles must stop or cotton 
will recover the entire decline of the year, 
as at the present rate of consumption we 
are threatened with a cotton famine.

Chicago, April, 30.—Wheat closed firm to- 
day at an advance of 1\%c for May and 15¢c 
for July. This, on “delivery day,” is some- 
thing unusual for May.

TREASURY OFFICIALS SERENE. 


Outflow of the Yellow Metal Does Not 
Disturb Them. 
Washington, April 30.—Today’s with- 
drawals from the New York subtreasury 
of four millions in gold coin and bullion 
for export, is not viewed with apprehen- 
sion at the treasury department, old offi- 
cials of the department calling attention 
to the fact that during the last twenty 
years and more there has been an annual 
outward movement of gold from this coun- 
try to Kurope, usually beginning in April 
or May and ending in midsummer, and a

Transactions in Stocks Small and Un- 


evenly Distributed—Outside In- 
terest Absolutely Dead. 


New York, April 30.—The prices of the 
average 


active railway stocks scored an 
net Joss of about % per cent today, which 


is probably a fair measure of the influence 


upon the stock market of the heavy ship- 
ments of gold to Europe by tomorrow's 
steamer. Some of the losses were heavier 
and some were less, but it was because 
they were influenced by special causes. The 
dealings were mostly confined to profes- 
‘sional trading. Transactions were small 
and unevenly distributed. Only Sugar was 
dealt in to am amount of 10,000 shares, 
and the total sales were less than 100,000 
shares. The fluctuations were narrow, and 
outside interest in the market was abso- 
lutely dead. The condition of the market 
for American securities in London was 
equally dull, partly because of tomorrow's 
holiday in that market. The volume already 
reached by the gold shipments is unques- 
tionably a surprise and disappointment to 
all holders of securities. The withdrawals 
of gold from London for Austria and 
Japan for some time past had prepared 
observers for a reflected demand here, but 
it was expected to result in transactions 
in the mature of purchases of gold with a 
quid pro quo to cover a premium. The low 
price at which sterling demand bills are 
selling indicates that some such transac- 
tions are being made, but the large volume 
of the shipments shows also that there 
must be a legitimate demand for remit- 
tances to meet adverse exchange growing 
out of trade conditions. Tomorrow's ship- 
ments will be $4,000,000, making the total 
for the week $6,477,000. Further shipments 
of from $750,000 to $1,000,000 are already an- 
nounced for next Tuesday. That this has 
created a feeling of uneasiness among capi- 
talists is obvious from the barometer ‘of 
the stock exchange today. The heaviest 
declines were in the Coalers and some of 
the Industrials.

new dispensation.”

WHERE IDOLS ARE MADE. 


There Is Quite a Large Factory in Bir- 
mingham, England. 

It has recently been discovered that there 
is in Birmingham, in the very center of 
Christian “England, a factory where idols 
are made for theathen nations, says The 
Pottery Gazette, London. Many attempts 
have been made to obtain admission to the 
factory, but a strict watch is kept upon 
outsiders anxious to pry into the secret 
chambers where the heathen gods are made, 
and journalists, especially, are prevented 
from entering the works. 

A few facts, however, were to be gleaned 
concerning this extraordinary industry. 
Tdols of all kinds are turned out, repregent- 
ing the gods of all heathen nations, from 
Tokyo to Timbuctoo. The export trade 
to heathen countries ig a fairly large one, 
although more. gods are sent out to foreign 
dealers in curios in the bazaars of Cairo, 
Damascus, Colombo, etc., for sale to unsus- 
pecting travelers anxious to take home 
some mementoes of theif stay abroad. 

The price of gods varies greatly. You 
may get a Birmingham-made one in a Lon- 
don curiosity shop for ‘half a crown, or you 
may run up the pretty bill of £20 for an 
especially ugly one, “‘stolen,’”’ according to 
the dealer, ‘“‘by a sailor during the Chinese 
war.’

THE NEWS OF THE COURTS 


William Ackland Brings Suit Against 
Kirkpatrick Charging Malicious — 
Arrest and Prosecution. 


— 


A unique and decidedly ‘interesting suit 
was filed yesterday in the city court by 
Attorney Moore, who represents an ex- 
convict. 

Several years ago John Sisk was sent 
to the penitentiary from the Cobb superior 
court. His sentence was for a term of 
three years and the negro was darried to 
the camps of penitentiary company No. 2, 
where he served the eptire sentence with 
the exception of five months which were 
allotted him for good behavior. 

Sisk now claims that he is slowly dying 
from consumption and rheumatism, both 
of which he declares were contracted on 
account of cruel treatment which he re- 
ceived while a prisoner of the state. 

It is charged in his petition, which asks 
the court for $10,000 damages, that he was 
heavily shackled. 
plaint, asking that the ill-fitting shackles 
be repaired, so that they would not give 
him pain. This request, ‘he says, was re- 
fused, and he was required to walk through 
the rain and sleet, wearing the chains and 
shackles. He claimed that the rubbing and 
constant friction of the chaing caused his 
ankles to.sweH, which then resulted in 
rheumatism. 

Another allegation is that the peniten- 
tiary officials compelled him to push a 
hand car loaded with green bricks up a 
Steep incline. He says the position ‘occu- 
pied was one of-danger, at the same time 
causing him to always stoop over his car. 
The stooping position, he declares, resulted 


he says he is now slowly dying. 


False Arrest Is Charged. 

Ackland is suing T. W. Kirk- 
patrick in the city court for $5,000, claiming

The Scotch shale is black and is found 400 
feet below the surface in a region known 
as the oil fields of West Calder, between 
iKdinburgh and Glasgow. Paraffin wax.

RENT NOT YET PAID 


Governor and Attorneys Hold Consultation 
About the Matter. 


STATE MAY SEIZE THE ROAD 


Governor Now Has the Power To Take 
Charge of Northeastern. 


WILL BE ASKED TO WAIT A SHORT TIME 


Attorneys Will Probably Request Gov. 
Atkinson To Let Receiver Retain 
Charge and Pay Rent. 


The rent of the Northeastern railroad 
of Georgia amounting to $4,500, which was 
due yesterday as per the contract of the 
lessees, was not paid. 

Receiver Dooly is in charge and the at- 
torneys in the case hold a consultation 
with Governor Atkinson in regard to the 
matter yesterday morning. No one but the 
parties directly interested were present and 
it is not known what was said or done. 

Governor Atkinson stated yesterday that 
he had not decided what he will do and 
may,take up the matter today. The rent 
not having been paid at the time stipulated 
in the contract he has a right to seize the 
road and hold it for the state. 

If he desires and decides to seize the 
road a proclamation to that effect will be 
issued and signed. If the receiver or the 
lessees pay the rent today the road will 
probably remain in their possession. 

It seems very probable that Governor 
Atkinson will seize the road and that it 
will once more come back into the pos- 
session of the state. 

Though the receiver steps into the shoes 
of the lessee it does not. seem at all likely 
that the amount of money due will be paid 
today. This leaves but one course of ac- 
tion open to the chief executive. 

The point is an interesting one and it ts 
probable that the attorneys will want the 
governor to allow them to conduct the road 
and pay the past due rent with the income 
and to derive also from the income the 
amount of money due the State Savings 
bank. 

At noon today the attorneys will go to 
the office of Governor Atkinson and confer 
with him again. What the object of this 
visit is they have not made known, but it 
is very likely that some final arrangement 
or agreement will be reached. 

There is a great amount of interest in 
the case and the decision of Governor At- 
kinson will be awaited with interest. When 
the state took charge of the road before it 
was in the hands of a. receiver appointed 
by the United States court and this time it 
is in the hands of a receiver appointed by 
the state courts. 

‘The attorneys in the case would not say 
yesterday what they intend to do today 
and did not intimate what kind of a show- 
ing they would make to Governor Atkinson. 

It is stated, however, that the bondsmen 

will arrange for athe payment of the rent. 
Harry Hill Keeps His fu.ace. 

A special from Athens says that Harry 
Hill will retain his position as supervisor 
of the Northeastern road. The order of 
Judge Hutchins appointing Martin Dooly 
receiver directed that all the officials and 
emplovees of the road under the lessee 
managament should be retained. 

Harry Hill was appointed superviser of 
of the road by Lessee Richards March 29th, 
and since he is an official he comes under 
the directions given by Judge Hutchins 
and will retain his position. The relations 
between Receiver Dooly and Harry Hill 
are of a most pleasant nature. 


SHERIFF WANTS THE REWARD. 


He Says a Man Discovered His Plans 
and Arrested the Fugitive. 

Governor Atkinson has just had called 
to his attention a peculiar state of circum- 
stances in connection with the capture of 
a fugitive from justice for whom a reward 
of $100 was offered. 

A few days ago the man was captured in 
Florida and lodged in jail there. The sheriff 
of the county in which he was arrested has 
notified the governor of the fact and asks 
that the reward be sent hiin. 

In his letter he states that he had dis- 
covered the whereabouts of the Georgian 
who wis wanted and had made complete 
arrangements to capture him and lodge 
him in jail. 

Some one in the same place, he claims. 
learned of his plans and at once proceeded 
with the capture of’ the man in order to 
obtain the reward. After capturing the 
fugitive the man who did it carried him to 
the county over which this particular sher- 
iff presided. The sheriff now relates the 
circumstances to the governor and asks 
that the reward be paid to him instead of 
to the man who did the capturing. 

Governor Atkinson wrote to him yester- 
day stating that the reward was offered 
for the arrest and delivery to the sheriff 
of Taylor county the man who is wanted. 
He stated further that when the man was 
delivered the reward would be paid on the 
proper presentation. 

The case is one of a kind which the gov- 
ernor is often calied on to settle, but in its 
peculiarities it greatly varies from any 
brought to his attention recently.

CONTRACTS ARE NOT VALID 


Judge Bloodworth Says Signed Tick- 
* 


ets Still Good if Resold. 


SAUNDERS M’DANIEL’S SHREWD SCHEME 


Hed Certiorari Ready and Bridges 
Could Not Get His Ticket. 
Shufal Found Guilty. 


B. H. Bridges, the young man who was 
ejected from a Seuthern train at Macon 
several days ago because he had a scalper’s 
ticket, of which he was not the original 
purchaser, gained his case against the road 
in Judge Bloodworth’s court yesterday af- 
ternoon, but in reality lost it, as the result 
of a shrewa trick of Mr. Sanders McDaniel, 
the well-known young attorney, who was 
representing the road. 

When Bridges was put off the train at 
Macon C. E. Sears, the conductor, took 
up Bridges’s ticket, and positively refused 
to return it. The ticket was of the com- 
mutation variety, with a contract on the 
back that if the original purchaser should 
sell or part with it in any way the ticket 
should be taken up and full fare required. 

Bridges returned immediately to Atlanta 
and swore out a possessory warrant against 
Conductor Sears for the ticket, and a war- 
rant for being a common cheat and swin- 
dier against B, Shufal, a clerk at May- 
nard’s scalping office, from which Bridges 
bought the ticket. 

At.the trial yesterday afternoon Bridges 
claimed the road not only had no right 
to put him off the train, but that it was 
lable for taking up his ticket, in that by 
right of purchase it belonged to him. 

Mr. McDaniel, for the defense, claimed 
the conductor had a perfect right to take 
the course he did, as Bridges had ac- 
krowledged he was not the original pur- 
chaser; that he had bought it from a 
Scalper; that his name was not on the 
back, and that the contract with the rail- 
road had been violated. He quoted a de- 
cision from the supreme court where the 
road was upheld in a simMar incident, and 
= such a contract Was wholly le- 
gal. 

Judge Bloodworth, however, coud not 
see it that way. He stated under the law 
of Georgia if a man were to sell another 
goods and the buyer were to resell to a 
third party, no matter what kind of con- 
tract existed between the lirst parties to 
the transaction, the third had a perfect 


right to dispose of the goods in any man- 


ner he saw fit. 
Victory Then Defeat, 


While Judge Bloodworth was announc- 
ing his decision and young Bridges was 
smiling triumphantly over his seeming vic- 
tory, Mr. McDaniel scratched something on 
a sheet of paper, Which he handed to 
Bridges, and addressing the court said: 

“Your ‘honor, I hereby give notice of a 
certiorari, which will act as a supercedeas, 
and wiil result in the court not delivering 
the ticket to the defendant.”’ 

He had delivered the necessary papers as 
reyguired by the statute, and the judge 
could do nothing but acquiesce. 

Judge Bloodworth will now hold the 
ticxet until a higher court orders him To 
give it up. This will no doubt take weeks 
und Bridges will not be likely to remain 
in the city until a final settlement is 
reached and the ticket turned over to 
him, 

Case Against the Scalper. 

Attorney Johnson insisted that the case 
axainst shutfal be tried, claiming he was 
yuilty of cheating and swindling because 
of having sold a ticket he> knew to be 
worthless. 

Judge Bloodworth claimed there was 
nuvthing criminal in the transaction, stat- 
ing if there was Bridges was just as guiity 
us the scaiper in that he rode on a ticket 
he had not signed. The warrant was dis- 
missed, theretore, and Bridges was again 
turned down. 

He is determined to fight it out to the 
last, however, and file suit against the
